FRENCH COLONEL @N TRIAL 


Makes Statement That if He Is Found 
Dead in Cell It Will Be Murder, 


DREYFUS WILL PROBABLY BE SHO] 


Mutiny in French Guinea—Convicts 
Will Be Released by Rioters. 
Dreyfus’s Guards Have Or- 
ders To Shoot if Attempt 
Is Made to Release. 


Paris, September 21.—The papers here say 
General Chanoine, 
has examined the documents in the Drey- 
fus case and ‘has ordered the prosecution of 
former Colonel Picquart, on the charge 
of forgery and using forged documents. 

The trial of Colonel Picquart and M. 
LeBlois, 
vealing documents concerning the national 
defense, was to have begun today before 
the correctiona] tribunal. The public prvs- 
ecutor, however, asked for an adjourn- 
ment on the ground that the prosecution 
of Colonel Picquart on the charge of for- 
gery and using forged documents has been 
ordered by the minister of war. 

M. Labori, who was counsel for M. Zola 


a lawyer, on the charge of re- 


’ during the latter’s famous trial, indignant- 


ly opposed the adjournment, which, he 
said, was an attempt to hand over Colonel 
Picquart into the clutches of the military 
authorities 
Colonel Picquart then rose and made a 
Statement which caused a sensation. He 
said; 
“This is, perhaps, the last t"me I 
I shall sleep, 
haps, in the military prison of 
herche Midi. Therefore, I wish to de- 
clare that if I find there the strang- 
ling’ cord of Lemercier Picard, or the 
razor of Colonel Henry, it will be-mur- 


der, for I have no idea of committing 


suici<e.” 

The audience was intensely moved and 
shouted: 

“Vive Picquart!” 

The judges, however, after’a short de- 
liberation, decided to indefinitely adjourn 
the case, and Colonel Picquart was led 
away between policemen. Lemercier Pi- 
card, the man referred to by Colonel Pic- 
quart, was a detective, understood to have 
been employed in the Dreyfus affair, who 
was found hanged in his lodgings about a 
year ago, under circumstances which cast 
some doubt upon the theory put forward 
that he committed suicide. 

Keep the Proceedings Secret. 

The commission appointed by the minis- 
ter of justice, M. Sarrien, to examine the 
documents in the Dreyfus case and pro- 
nounce upon the advisability of the gov- 
ernment formally granting the prisoner of 
Devil's island a new trial], met this after- 
The great- 
est precautions were taken to insure se- 
crecy. 

It is understood the commission will come 
to a decision by Monday next, when M. 
Sarrien will communicate its finding to a 
cabinet council which will be presided over 
by President Faure. 

Meeting in French Guiana. 

London, September 21.—A special dispatch 
from Paris says the deputy represeming 
French Guiana in the chamber has re- 
ceived a dispatch announcing that a mu- 


tiny has taken place among the convicts 


&t Cayenne, the capital of French Guiana. 
The mutineers, it appears, overpowered 
and murdered the guards, then stormed the 
Military storehouse and seized the arms 
andammunition there. They are now, ac- 
cording to the dispatch, besieging the prin- 
Cipal prison, and it is feared that they 
may succeed in freeing the 4,000 convicts 
confined in the building. 

Re-enforcements have been telegraphed 
for to the island of Martinique, but it is 
Said they will not arrive in time to gsup- 
Press the mutiny, 

Dreyfus Will Probably Be Killed.

Rumors Rife in Paris. 

Paris, September 2l.—The air tonight is 
full of rumors of sensational developments. 
Among other things, it was announced that 
Colonel Picquart was already in the 
Cherche Midi prison. It appears, however 
that the authorities of the La Sante pris- 
On refused to deliver him up in the ab- 
Sence of the necessary formalities, but 
there is no doubt that he will be in the 
Cherche Midi prison tomorrow. 

The Dreyfusites are somewhat despon- 
dent, the military authorities who were re- 
sponsible for the shelving of the Picquart 
trial having apparently regained the upper 
hand, and it is feared that Picquart will 
be kept in prison and his trial indefinitely 
postponed in order to keep his mouth shut. 

Never before was such a scene witnessed 
in court as that which followed his declara- 
tion today regarding his possible death in 
prison. The judges, officers and audience 
appeared as though paralyzed with emotion. 
The latest: developments are that General 
Pellieux will be transferred from his Paris 
appointment to the command of some pro- 
vincial brigade, his name having become 
too notorious. 


ARRIVAL OF COLONEL HAY. 


Says There Is No Alliance Between 
This Country and England. 

New York, September 21.—The White 
Star liner Teutonic arrived today from 
Liverpool, having on board many notables, 
including the new secretary of state, Colo- 
nel John Hay, formerly ambassador to the 
court of St. James. 

“Is there any formal understanding be- 
tween the United States and Great Brit- 
ain?’’ Colonel Hay was asked by an As- 
sociated Press- reporter. 

“Not that I know of,”’ he answered; ‘but 
the relations existing between the two 
countries are comfortable and satisfac- 
tory. There is no alliance, and I don't 
think anything of the kind is contemplated. 
The aititude of England during the war 
was absolutely correct, and strictly neu- 
tral. Still, at the same time, England 
showed a great deal of friendship for the 
United States. The feeling of the people 
of England was strongly in favor o this 
country.”’ 

“What do you think of the czar’s dis- 
armament scheme?’ 

“T am satisfied that the proposition is a 
sincere one. All civilized peoples want 
peace, and if the czar accomplishes what 
he has set..out to do, his name as the 
greatest peacemaker will go down in his- 
tory. Again, I say, I believe the scheme 
was suggested in good faith.”’ 

Colonel Hay will remain in this city 
for a day or two, and then he will go to 
Washington to assume his place in the 
cabinet. 


MACKEY COMES TO GRIEF. 


Ex-Judge of South Carolina Arrested 
on Charge of Bigamy. 
Philadelphia, September 21.—Thomas J. 
Mackey, who is an ex-judge of the circuit 
court of South Carolina, was arrested in 
this city today on the charge of bigamy. 
According to Mackey’s story, he is the 
victim of persecution. He has nearly 
reached the four score mark, but the wo- 
man whom he claims to be his legal wife 
is but twenty-five years of age. Her name 
was Bostha Porterfield, and until her mar- 
riage to the judge she lived with her par- 
ents, who are said to be prominent people 
at Charleston, W. Va. They were married 
about a month ago at the girl’s home and 

from there went to New York. 

While in that city she claims to have 
learned that her husband had another 
wife. He is said to have explained that 
he was married in 1891, but several, months 
later his wife told him that she had an- 
other husband, and the judge left her. 

He did not see her again, he is said to 
have declared, until his visit to New York, 
and thereupon learning of his second mar- 
riage she threatened him with arrest. 

For a time he pacified fears of wife No. 
2 by declaring that the would have the first 
marriage annulled, as it had never been 
legal. But the status of affairs soon reach- 
ed the ears of the girl’s parents, and a 
warrant was at once issued for Mackey’s 
arrest. He was arraigned before Magis- 
trate Jearman late in the afternoon. The 
hearing was postponed pending further in- 
vestigation by the police. 


PRESIDENT AND ROUGH RIDERS. 


Delegation of Roosevelt’s Men Visits 
the White House. 


Washington, September 21.—President 
McKanley today informally received a del- 
egation of about 2% dozen members of the 
Roosevelt Rough Riders’ regiment. A ma- 
jority of the delegation are from New 
Mexico and are en route home, They were 
all presented by Delegate Ferguson, of 
that territory. 

Each of the callers were presented indi- 
vidually to the president, who, after greet- 
ing them personally, talked with them 
and to them as a body in an informal man- 
ner. He spoke with earnest enthusiasm 
of the work of the regiment in the Santiago 
campaign, saying that he was pleased to 
have the opportunity on his own behalf 
and on behalf of the country at large to 
thank ‘the regiment of the Kough Riders 
for the work it has done.

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Is Renominated -by Republican 
Convention of Michigan 


CARRIES ALL BEFORE fIM 


Resolution Warmly Indorse Secre- 
tary Alger 


GIVES A BOUQUET TO McKINLEY 


Other Nominations Are to the Liking 
of Pingree—The Silver Men of 
Maryland Get Together. 

The Conventions of 


Other States. 


Detroit, Mich., September 21.—Governor 
Pingree was unanimously renominated by 
acclamation this afternoon by the republi- 
can state convention. 

His reform ideas and efforts toward regu- 
lating alleged inequalities of taxation were 
heartily commended in the platform adopt- 
ed and many members of his party who 
have heretofore not been in accord with 
the governor joined in the cheering when 
he appeared and made a characteristic 
speech of acceptance. 

The Temporary Organization. 

The temporary organization of the state 
committee was put into motion at noon to- 
day under the auspices of the ald state 
central committee. The committee has 
heretofore been considered to be anti-Pin- 
gree, but any antipathy to Governor Pin- 
gree did not appear upon the surface, al- 
though indisposition to mention the gover- 
nor or state taxation issues was somewhat 
manifest. Governor Pingree's friends claim 
that he won a victory in the congressional 
district convention, which preced-d the 
state convention, the elections of members 
of the new state central committee, result- 
ing in selection of thirteen; Pingree to 
eleven anti-Pingree men. The latter, how- 
ever, claim that the true standing of the 
committee is about the reverse of these 
figures. 

The Light Guard armory contained the 
usual patriotic convention decorations and 
pictures of distinguished republicans. 

Dexter M. Ferry. of Detroit, chairman of 
the state central committee. called the 
convention to order. In his address Mr. 
Perry urged perpetuation by this conven- 
tion of every republican principle by adopt- 
ing a thoroughly republican platform and 
he added that all the candidates will be 
expected to stand squarely upon the plat- 
form and be loyal ana faithful to the 
party: Said he: : \ 

“With such a platform and a ticket 
headed by our war.governor, with our own 
General Alger having a part under Presi- 
dent McKinley in the nauonal] administra- 
tion, the conditions are especially favoring 
tor republican victory.’’ 

The chairman deplored criticism by re- 
pub.ican newspapers of the war depart- 
ment, which, he asserted, will be used by 
demagogues of the other side in the cam- 
paign. in conclusion Mr. Ferry announced 
positively that he was not a candidate for 
re-election. :

There To See the President and’ Ask 
To Be Mustered Out. 

Kansas City, Mo.; September 21.4A spe- 
cial to The Star from Jacksonvilie, Fla., 
Says that Colonel William J. Bryan left 
last night for Washington, having secured 
leave of absence from General Leé yester- 
day. He will arrive in Washington tonight 
and expects to meet Governor Holcomb, of 
Nebraska, ‘there. The two will see President 
McKinley and make a final effort to have 
the Third Nebraska, Colonel Bryan's reg- 


iment, mustered out. His departure was 


not generally known. 

General Lee informed The Star reporter 
that he had received a very positive tele- 
gram from Washington stating that as one 
Nebraskan regiment had already been mus- 
tered: out, the Third would be retained 
until another general reduction was made 
in the volunteer army—something not like- 
ly to occur soon. Colonel Bryan’ expects 
to be back at Jacksonville in time to be 
present Sunday during the visit of Secre- 
tary Alger. 

Bryan Questioned. 

Washington, September 21.—Colonel Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, Third Nebraska vol- 
unteers, reached Washington tonight from 
Jacksonville, Fla. Colonel] ‘Bryan’s  uni- 
form looked as immaculate as if he had 
just stepped from his tallor’s establish- 
ment. 

“Colonel Bryan, Jacksonville dispatches 
say that you are likely to resign your com- 
mission,’’ wag suggested to him, 

“Really, I camnot discuss that 
now,” be replied. 

“Do you expect to meet Governor Hol- 
comb, of Nebraska, here?’ 

“IT do, yes,” he replied." “Do you know 
whether he has arrived yet?” 

This question was answered at the Metro- 
politan hotel, to which Colonel Bryan went 
directly. There he found awaiting him a 
telegram from Governor Holcomb inform- 
ing him that he would be here tonight or 
tomorrow morning. 

Colonel Bryan was asked whether it was 
the intention of himseif and the governor 
to make an effort to have the Third Ne- 
braska mustered out of the service, but he 
declined to say what his mission here was. 
He intimated that he might have some- 
thing to say before he returned to Jack- 
sonville. 

In the corridors of the Metropolitan hotel 
Colonel Bryan was recognized by several 
acquaintances and given a cordial greet- 
ing. He registered simply as ‘““‘W. J. Bryan, 
Lincoln, Neb.”’

Colonial Council Discuss Matters Per- 
taining to Evacuation. 
Havana, September 21.—Last night the 
colonial cabinet held a session, presided 
aver by Captain General Blanco, to treat 
of matters pertaining to the evacuation of 
the island and to examine into and approve 
vf the decisions of the supreme court in 
answer to questions which will arise a‘ 
the Paris peace conference. The cclonial 
gsvernment’s judgment amd ‘opinion will 
extend to matters of grave import, such as 
the administration of justice, civil rights, 
citizenship rights, imternational relations, 
territorial rights, the public debt and in- 
ternational of the colony. university and 
professiona] titles, industrial and intellec- 
tual rights, liberty of the army, commerce 
and tariff regulations and other subjects 

equally vital. 

The colonial cabinet has been furnished 
with a list of the questions which wil. arise 
and the answers to be given, as decided 
upon at Madrid. Its advice was solicited 
on.these different points and it is under- 
stood the answers are fully approved by it. 

Important decuments will be taken to 
Paris by Dr. Congosto, secretary general] 
of Cuba, who will sail for Europe via New 
York on Saturday next. ' 

The American commissioners have not 
yet answered the communication sent them 
by the Spanish commission regarding the 
evacuation of the islana. Admiral Samp- 
son, when approached on the subject of 
the date for the final evacuation, proposed 
by the Spaniards, and asked whether or 
not it was true that objection would be 
made to the embarkation of the Span’sh 
troops taking until] the end of February, 
and whether a protest or any answer had 
been made to the note or the Spanish com- 
missioners, replied that he Knew puthing 
about the matter. Such is the reserve with 
which our commissioners are clothed. 

Advices from Matanzas state that be- 
tween.the Ist of January last and Septem- 
ber 15th there were reported 331 births and 
3,901 deaths... Of the latter 80 per cent were 
due to hunger and distress.

WEST- INDIES SUGAR RAISERS. 


Conference of Delegates Hela at 
Bridgetown, Barbados. 
Bridgetown, Barbados, September 21.— 
(Correspondence of the Associated Press.)— 
A eonference of delegates from the several 
sugar-producing colonies in the West In- 
dies was held here today in the covncil 
chamber. Through some erroneous re- 
ports the meeting was announced ig the 
United States and elsewhere as being a 
confe.ence called to consider the question 
of the annexation of the West Indian 
islands to the United States or Canada. 
J. Gardiner Austin presided. A number 
of long speeches were made, and the fol- 
lowing resolution, introduced by R. G. 
Duncan, of British Guiana, was adopted: 
Resolved, That this meeting of dele- 
gates from British Guiana, Trinidad, 
Jamaica, Barbadosand Antigua, while 
fully recognizing Une evorts of the right 
honorable, the secretary of state for 
the colonies, to afford relief to the 
West Indian colonies, suffering from 
the serious depression of the sugar in- 
dustry, regret that, so far, the attempts 
to arrange reciprocal reiations between 
the United States on the bounty system, 
have met with no success. This meet- 
ing would strongly urge upon the Brit- 
ish government that nothing short of 
the speedy rehabilitation of the sugar 
industry can restore prosperity to the 
West Indies and British. Guiana, and 
they respectfully demand, as British 
subjects, the right to compete in the 
home markets at the natural cost of 
production with sugar imported from 
foreign countries, and urgently call up- 
on her majesty’s government as the 
only effective remedy, to take steps as 
will either prevent the importation of 
all sugar on which export bounties are 
given, or annul, by the countervailing 
duty, the advantages Gerived from the 

export bounties. 


STILL HOLD THE SEAPORTS. 


Report That Spaniards Have Surren- 
dered Is Premature. 

Manila, September 21.—The report that 
the last Spanish garrison in the island of 
Luzon had surrendered is premature. The 
Spaniards still hold seven seaports in Albay 
province, the primcipal hemp district. The 
disturbances have already resulted in a 
diminution of the qutput of Albay hemp py 
250,000 bales, compared with last year's 
figures. Further fighting seems imminent 
and, unless peace is concluded, the short- 
age will be doubled. 


MR. BAYARD GROWING WEAKER.

Waites Makes Direct Charge. 

General Waites told Secretary Alger that 
the neglect of some quartermasters to fur- 
nish supplies was criminal. While in Chick- 
amauga he frequently made requisitions 
which were not honored, An imperative 
order had been sent to have all water 
boiled. He had made a requisition on 
Quartermaster General Lee for water boil- 
ers. No attention was paid to his requisi- 
tion and after repeatedly urging Quarter- 
master General Lee to send the boilers, 
telling Him how the men were contracting 
typhoid fever, he was met with a reply 
which read: 

“The war department does not furnish 
boilers.”’ 

General Waites then purchased the boil- 
ers himself, but the seeds of typhoid had 
been sown, and the daily reports showed 
the list of deaths and of cases in the hos- 
pitals. Pointing at Quartermaster Luding- 
ton, General Waites said: 

“These men cannot say it was somebody 
else’s fault. It was the fault of Quarter- 
master General Lee and it was the fault 
of Quartermaster Ludington, who is stand- 
ing right there.” 

Ludington made no reply to Waites, as 
Sternberg had done to Sanger. 

Says the Boilers Were Sent. 

Washington, September 21.—The quarter 
master’s department of the army states 
that the claim made by certain officers 
that boilers were not furnished for boiling 
water at Chickamauga is not true. On the 
same date that Chief Quartermaster Lee 
telegraphed for the boilers 2,000 were sent 
and a little later 500 more. It is also stated. 
that the soldiers would not drink the boiled 
water because it had a flat taste and pre- 
ferred and drank-the fresh water.

Marblehead’s Men Cheered at Unveil- 
of Monument. 

Quebec, September 21.—The Canadian peo- 
ple today paid a magnificent tribute of re- 
spect to the memory of the French ex- 
piorer, Chaniplain, who, 200 years ago, 
founded the city of Quebec. In the pres- 
ence of one .of thé greatest assemblages 
ever seen in the province of Quebec, near 
the spot where the great explorer’s body 
is supposed to have been buried, a grand 
monument to his memory was unvelled.

To 
Americans the most interesting feature of 
the occasion was the hearty and enthusias- 
tic reception to Captain McCalla, of the 
United States cruiser Marblehead, and his 
gallant crew of marines and saflors. Three 
British warships, the Renown, the Indefatl- 
gable and the Talbot, arrived here several 
days ago to participate in the ceremonies, 
but her majesty’s great sea warriors, with 
their crews in gold braid and bright uni- 
form, did not get the spirited reception 
given the battered and bruised old Marble- 
head, with her handful] of yankee sailors 
fresh from the stormy scenes on the south 
coast of Cuba. It was a little after sun- 
tise this morning when the Marblehaed 
steamed up the river and when she came 
in sight the British warships made the old 
walls of the citadel above them fairly 
tremble with the thunde, of their welcome. 
The Marblehead answered the salute with 
her 56-inch guns. 

The moment the Marblehead’s guns spoke 
out a tremendous cheer went up from the 
ramparts and in Dufferin terrace, where 
a great throng of people were looking 
down upon the warships in the river below. 
Then again, when the marines with their 
colors and band were marched up through 
the streets and gate of the old city it was 
one continuous cheer for the men of the 
Marblehead.

The Facts Given Out. 

Washington, September 21.—The attention 
of Judge Advocate General Lemly being 
directed to the complaint of Chaplain Mc- 
Intyre that he had not been informed of 
the charges upon which he is to be tried 
by court martial at Denver on the 26th 
instant, the officer very promptly furnished 
the papers in the case for publication, The 
chaplain is to be tried upon three charges, 
all growing out of a lecture detivered by 
him in the Trinity Methodist Episcopal 
church, Denver, Col., on August 8th last 
referring to the battle of July 32. 

The first eharge is ‘“‘scandalous conduct 
tending to the destruction of good morals.”

Led. Into an Ambush by Carolina 
Moonshiners. 

Greenville, 8..C., September 21.—(Special.) 
Five dispensary constables were shot at 
from ambush last night just after they 
had raided seven or eight houses in a 
disreputable section known as Cripple 
Creek, just outside the city limits, beyond 
the Southern railway station, Chief Con- 
stable Lafar, with four others, made a 
thorough search in: several houses for il- 
licit liquor, but failed to find anything 
except some beer. They had been told 
that in a certain Cripple Creek house was 
a big lot of whisky, and this is now be- 
lieved to have. been a decoy, as similar 
statements had been made before by the 
same party. 

Acting on this information, the constables 
made the raid, which was practically fruit- 
less. When on their way to town the 
party was fired on by some one about 
twenty steps behind them who stood in 
the cover of a tree or house corner, The 
ambusher emptied his pistol and ran. The 
constables feared to fire in the direction of 
the houses, as some innocent parties might 
have been hit, but they made a rush for 
the spot, finding no one. They suspect a 
rather well known white man, but refuse 
to give his name. Being thoroughly arous- 
ed, the officers will make every effort to 
apprehend the guilty man. The bullets 
passed among the constables uncomfort- 
ably close, but did no damage. 


POSTPONE DEPARTURE. 


President Will Not Leave Washing- 
ton Until Later. 

Washington, September 21.—The president 
has decided to postpone his departure for 
the west until the geconad week in October, 
giving himself only time to reach Omaha 
by the 12th. This is a change from the 
original programme, which contemplated 
an earlier start and a visit to other places 
before arriving at Omaha. He has received 
invitations to many other points while on 
his tour, but so far has definitely decided 
only to go t6é Omaha on the 12th and to 
Chicago on the 17th. He was today invited 
to St. Paul and Minneapolis, but deferred 
a definite answer. The invitation in this 
case came from Governor Merriam and of- 
ficial bodies of the twin cities. 

It is now expected that Mr. Hay will be 
installed as secretary ur state before the 
president’s departure for the west, and 
it is hoped to have the war department 
investigation well upder way before the 
president gets away. 


Gathering War Material. 


Washington, September 21.—Captain Al- 
fred Faget, British naval attache, assigned 
to observe operations during the recent 
campaign in the West Indies, is engaged 
here in assembling the large mass of ma- 
terial gathered in Cuba and in supplement- 
ing this with the official data now being 
supplied by the navy department. He will 
spend most of the fall in getting together 
the material for his report to the British 
admiralty, which will be an exhaustive 
treatment of the naval branch of the cam- 
paign, with considerable attention to the 
military branch, owing to the joint opera- 
tions of the two branches during several 
stages of the war, and particularly in the 
siege of Santiago.

San Juan, Porto Rico, September 20.—

There was no demonstration made by the 


people. 

Some Spanish field pieces are already on 
board the San Francisco, but a question

« the disposition of some of the guns, 
veal it was or settled when this dispatch 
was filed. The captain general today gave 
notice to the Spanish troops to retire from 
Abenito, Baranquitas and Barros on Sun- 
day, and from Humacao, Guamini and 
Cayey on Monday. Our troops will move 
up and occupy these towns as soon as they 
are evacuated and the Spanish troops in 
position near the capital will enter the 
city in order to be ready to embark on the 
arrival of the transports here. 

The residents of Porto Rico, and some 
of the Americans here, are alarmed be- 
cause Spanish ships returning from Cuba 
stop at this port. They believe there ‘4s 
danger of the introduction of yellow fever 
into the island from the Spanish steamer 
City of Cadiz, as some of the sick men 
on board of her were too ill to proceed 
and were brought ashore. Our commis-

San Frawcisco, September 21.—The steam- 
ship Alameda, from Sydney, via Auck- 
land and Honolulu, brought further par- 
ticulars concerning the death of King 
Malietoa.

JOHN ARCHER’S DEADLY AIM 


Plays Sad Havoc with Mehrt Sullivan 
Who Is Badly Wounded.

THE TWO MEN HAD BEEN DRINKING HEAVILY 


Barroom Quarrel Brings the Usual Re- 
sort to Fire Arms—Victim Is Not 
Expected to Live. 


Savannah, Ga., September 21.—(Special.)— 
John Il. Archer, a prominent young Sa- 
vannah real estate agent, shot, and it is 
thought, fatally wounded Mehrt Sullivan, 
an Irishman and barkeeper at about 6 
o'clock. 

Sullivan and Archer had been quarreling 
previously, the dispute between them pbe- 
ing of a political nature. Sullivan, who 
was a barkeeper at’ the South End hotel 
at Tybee, has been doing nothing since the 
close of the s@€ason on the island, and was 
drinking heavily today. According to the 
best authenticated reports he accused 
Archer of being a member of the American 
Protective Association, which the latter 
denied. : 
The Quarrel Renewed. 

The quarre] was continued for some time, 
and was thought to have been ended. A 
elerk in Archer’s office said he heard Sulli- 
van stating, in front of the door, that he 
would shoot Araoher on sight. This was 
communicated to Archer, who immedi- 
ately armed himself. Archer went about 
his business, and a few minutes later 
walked into a down-town saloon. Sulll- 
Van was standing some distance across the 
etreet, and followed him there. On the in- 
side. it is said, Sullivan called him a —— 
A. P. A. ——, and Archer replied, ‘‘you are 
a liar.”’ 

With that Sullivan jumped at thim and 
struck ‘him jin the face. 

Two Shots Fired. 

Archer then pulled his pistol and fired 
two shots. One of them entered Sullivan's 
body about three inches below the right 
breast. The wound is a very dangerous 
one, and the opinion has been expressed 
that he would not live. Archer has been 
quite prominent in business affairs here 
for some years. He started as private 
secretary to George Dole Wadley, super- 
intendent of the Central railroad. For 
some years, however, he has been in the 
real estate business, and has handled es- 
tates for many prominent Savannahians. 
He gave himself up at once after the 
g@hooting, and is now jin the police barracks.

‘1ne memorial conciudes 
by asking that the constucuuonai govern- 
ment Oi vabuary ib, lovb, De resitoreu under 
tne protection of tne United states of 
Ameélica. Among the speakers at tne mass 
meeting Was Kovert W. Wilcox, tne revo- 
suLLONIst, Who a ‘few weeks ago took tne 
oath of aliegiance to qualiry nimseif for a 
fuil pardon tor past misdeeds. 

rointing to the United Siates flag over 
the government buiiding, he said: “It is 
useless to say tnat the mag over there will 
not come down again. lt was up before, 
and it come down.

Dublin, Ga., September 21.—(Special.)— 
Fusion will be a failure in Laurens county. 
This is foreseen even now. The negroes 
will give the democratic state and county 
tickets a good vote in October, and in 
November one-third the populists will stay 
at home, while the other 800 will break 
about evenly between Brantley and Wil- 
kinson. 

This is the political judgment of men 
who have been campaigning all over tne 
county. The republicans held a rally here, 
or they called it rally. 

Major J. F. Hanson and Mr. Wilkinson 
spoke. They had between 300 and 400 in 
their audience. More than half were coi- 
ored, some'‘of the whites were democrats. 
There are few white republicans in the 
county, not twenty-five all told.

Major Hanson’s speech was republican in 
the main, of course, but he is an imprudent 
thinker, and some things which he said 
ought to make votes for the democrats. 
For example, he declared that the man 
who believes in free trade and free silver, 
and votes the republican ticket stultifies 
himself. That was equivalent to saying 
that the honest. sincere populist who yotes 
a reoublican ticket stultifies himself. 
The major went further and declared that 
such a man had no business in the repub- 
lican party, and ought not to have 
the right to vote. He also stated 
that a man who believes in the gold 
standard and protection has no business 
in the democratic party. He denounced 
Cleveland, saying that the ex-president had 
cost this country more money, more misery 
and more humbuggery than any other man 
that ever lived. Major Hanson advocated 
an annexation of Cuba and Porto Rico. As 
to the Philippines, he favored whatever 
policy would be to the commercial interests 
of the United States. He urged the build- 
ing of the Nicaraguan canal. Some of his 
colored hearers understood him to call it 
the ‘“‘Nigger Auga’’ canal, and they shouted 
‘“‘Amen, dat niggeraugan canal ought to be 
built."" Subsidies for steamship lines be- 
tween gulf ports and Spanish-American 
countries were also advocated by Major 
Hanson, but that question, like some of the 
others he discussed, seemed to be above the 
heads of a part of his audience. He said 
he quit the democratic party because it 
abandoned its principles, and he stated 
with much emphasis that he would not stay 
in the republican party if‘it should abandon 
its principles. He argued that the demo- 
cratic party had been inconsistent, a:d 
that both the gold and silver partisans had 
lied about each other. He hoped that both 
the old parties would get together on a 
pelicy in regard to Cuba and J?hilippines, 
and not make them a political issue. 

There is no danger of negro supremacy 
in Georgia, he declared, adding that it was 
only a bug bear with which the democrats 
were trying to frighten the white populists. 

Mr. Wilkinson’s Followers. 

Mr. Wilkinson’s speech was brief. He 
said that he was in this fight for what he 
believed to be the best interests of himself 
and the people of the district. He asserted 
that the blood-curdling articles recently 
published in The Constitution from North 
Carolina were fabrications, and that the 
writer of them was now in North Carolina. 
The writer, who happened to be in the 
audience, rose and r@¢marked that Mr. 
Wilkinson was very much mistaken, and 
that the situation in North Carolina was 
worse than it had been painted, The con- 
nections in the North State, as described 
in The Constitution, had given the fu- 
sionists trouble all over this district, and 
they are denying everything. 

Mr. Wilkinson charged Congressman 
Brantley with being a tariff man at home 
and a free trader in Washington, a silver 
man among his constituents ad a gold 
man in congress. Mr. Wilkinson said he 
voted for Ben Milikin, the populist silver 
nominee for congress two years ago. The 
fusion candidate stated that the things 
which the farmers of this section produce 
sell for less now than they formerly 
brought, and that the manufactured arti- 
cles that they buy are no higher. He at- 
tributed the low price of raw materials 
to the free trade policy of the democrats, 
whereas Mr. Brantley shows that the re- 
publicans would not allow a duty to be put 
on Egyptian cotton. Mr. Wilkinson made 
no attack on silver populists. He skipped 
the financial question all together, ex- 
plaining his position in regard to the ne- 
groes he said that when they voted right, 
he is not going to vote against them, “‘I 
am not going to hell because you are try- 
ing to get to heaven,’’ he exclaimed. 

On the Stump Tomorrow. 

Mr. Wilkinson and Major Hanson speak 
tomorrow in Wrightsville. While they were 
speaking at the courthouse the democrats 
held their weekly experience meeting in 
a hall near by, and they had more whites 
present than Mr. Wilkinson had at th 
courthouse. 

Chairman duBignon is expected here on 
Saturday, Laurens will be redeemed Oc- 
tober 65th.

Of Interest to Baptists. 

Rev. Dr. R. J. Willingham, of Rich- 
mond, secretary of the Baptist Foreign 
Mission Board, is in the city on a visit. 
Speaking of the work of the foreign mis- 
sion board, he says.the work being carried 
on in Brazil is very successful, and that 
last year 253 converts were baptized at the 
Baptist mission stations of China.

Public sentiment in the city is in fa- 
vor of the present regulations, They 
have worked satisfactorily. And while 
they may not meet the approval of the 
extremists on either side, yet they are 
better than any likely to result from 
reopening the sources of division. That 
is why we say that the liquor dealers 
have no real interest in any effort to 
promote a change. They may think 
otherwise; but they will find in the end 
that The Constitution is right. 

The moment that the question of a 
change in the regulations is seriously 
agitated, the extremists; on the prohi- 
bition side will begin to seek reprisals. 
They have two courses open to them. 
One is a revival of the elamor for pro- 
hibition and a demand for an election 
under the local option laws. This will 
result in a campaign more disastrous 
than any the city has ever seen. Even 
if unsuccessful in closing the saloons it 
will divide and embitter the creative 
forces of the city and weaken all the 
resources and energies on which it de- 
pends for its growth and expansion. If 
it is successful in closing the saloons 
then we shall have another deadly sea- 
son of illegitimate traffic and debauch, 
with private barrooms in the cellars 
and backrooms and alleyways. 

If everything else fails, the resentment 
occasioned by an ill-advised attempt to 
remove the barriers that public senti- 
ment has erected will appeal to the leg- 
islature, and we shall see an attempt 
made, and perhaps a successful one, to 
place the liquor traffic here under state 
control. Our advice to the liquor deal- 
ers, and to all citizens who desire to 
avoid the disasters of internal strife, is 
to vote for those candidates who are not 
afraid to speak out, and who gepresent 
in their views the best and most con- 
servative element of the city. It can 
do the liquor men fo sort of harm to 
support those candidates who stand for 
the best public sentiment of the city. 
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The Truth, Not Aspersion. 

The Macon Telegraph, which is gen- 
erally under some dcelusion or other 
especially with regard to the democrat- 
ic party and The Constitution, is now 
complaining because it thinks we are 
casting ‘“‘aspersions’’ on those democrats 
who, because they were in favor of the 
gold standard, refused to support Mr.

tention to some interesting political 
facts. 

Bynum has not only resigned from the 
chairmanship of the billbynum execu- 
tive committee, the treasury being emp- 
ty, but he has joined the republicans, 
being alresdy “engaged” to deliver 
speeches In Indiana during the present 
campaign. Bynum is a star performer. 
When one role becomes unprofitable he 
will play another with equal ease and 
with as calm a conscience. 

In showing up such a_ transparent 
fraud The Constitution is performing a 
public duty. It is no aspersion to face 
a politician with his own record, and 
give the people an opportunity to judge 
whether he is honest or dishonest po- 
litically. 

The majority of the small number 
who went wrong have returned to their 
political duty. ‘Those who have gone 
over to the republican party admit by 
their action that they were playing the 
hypocrite when they pretended to be 
democrats; for the remonetization of 
silver was democratic doctrine for many 
years before the national convention 
placed it in the platform. 


Holland’s Queen in” Cupid’s Market. 

Queen Wilhelmina of Holland seems 
to be sorely troubled over the matri- 
monial problem which she finds herself 
called upon to solve. With the cere- 
monies incident to her recent corona- 
tion at length happily concluded, she 
must now address herself to the impor- 
tant task of selecting from the number 
of royal young’ bachelors in Europe 
some agreeable partner for life. 

What renders the sifuation in which 
she is placed decidedly unique is that 
the offer of marriage must come from 
her and not from the man’ upon whom 
her affections are bestowed. This is 
the law of Holland governing such cases 
of royal courtship, but not the law of 
Holland .alone. Shortly after Queen 
Victoria ascended the throne of England 
in 1838 she was confronted with exact- 
ly the same predicament which now con- 
fronts Queen Wilhelmina, bit she ‘felt 
no hesitation in choosing Prince Albert 
of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, who subsequent- 
ly became her husband. Under the 
stimulus of this royal precedent, Queen 
Wilhelmina will find whatever encour- 
agement she may need to sustain her in 
the ordeal. 

Of course there are certain prelimin- 
ary steps which must be taken before 
the offer of marriage can proceed from 
the crown, in order to prevent the 
queen’s offer from being declined and 
the queen herself from being held up 
to public ridicule. Such contingencies 
are not apt to occur when secure thrones 
are at stake, bit the law concerns itself 
with possibilities as much as with prob- 
abilities.. When-everything has been 
duly arranged in advance through the 
mediation of mutual friends, then Queen 
Wilhelmina, with the consent of her 
parliament, will formally extend the of- 
fer Of marriage to the man upon whom 
she may choose to fix her affections. 

But while she is thus given the op- 


portunity of selecting her own husband 


| of marriage will not™be declined, she is 


also at the same time restricted in the 
number of awailable helpmeets from 
whom she is permitted to choose. She 
cannot go outside of the reigning house 
holds of Europe nor outside of the 
Protestant religion; and consequently 
her freedom of action in the matter is 
painfully embarrassed. She is denied 
the ‘privilege which the humblest girl in 
her kingdom enjoys. Of the royal 
young bachelors to whom the queen 
must restrict her matrimonial glances 
there are only ten who would be ac- 
ceptable to her parliament; and, if ru- 
mor correctly reports the facts in the 
case, none of them would be specially 
acceptable to her. These are Prince Ber- 
nard, of Saxe-Weimar; Prince Harold, 
of Denmark; Prince Nicholas, of Greece; 
Prince Alexander, of Teck; Prince Max, 
of Baden; Prince Alfred, of Saxe-Co- 
burg-Gotha; Prince Eugene, of Sweden; 
Prince Frederick, of Prussia; Prince 
Bernard, of Schaumburg-Lippe, and the 
duke of Abruzzi. Either of these royal 
young bachelors, who are not apt to 
inherit crowns of their own, would be 
only too glad of the opportunity to re- 
lieve the solitude of Queen Wilhelm- 
ina. 

But let us briefly review some of the 
considerations which are calculated to 
render Queen Wilhelmina’s offer of mar- 
riage specially attractive. In the first 
place she receives from the government 
$400,000 annually. In the next place, 
her throne is securely established, and 
she reigns over one of the thriftiest lit- 
tle empires on the globe. Of course 
her home territory is small, but inelud- 
ing her colonies, which are well man- 
aged, her scepter extends over 40,000,- 
000 subjects. She is handsome, both in 
form and features, and is endowed with 
rare amiability of disposition. Every- 
thing taken into account, she is reeard- 
ed as decidedly the best catch which 
has entered the matrimonia! market in 
Europe since Queen Victoria ascended 
England’s throne. Of course, the man 
whom she chooses to be her husband 
will not become king of Holland by vir- 
tue of that selection, but he will be 
looked upon as the second most impor- 
tant individuality in the kingdom, and 
he will share the queen’s income. This 
is enough to claim any of the royal 
young bachelors whom we have named. 
But the queen may settle matters by 
choosing not to marry at all, since she 
is denied the privilege of going beyond 
the number of fortune hunters men- 
tioned in the foregoing list to marry 
the man whom she may chance to really 
love. ‘We cannot resist the inclination 
to sympathize with Queen Wilhelmina. 
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The National Guard System. 

Governor Bloxham, of Florida, seems 
to be intent upon reorganizing the na- 
tional guard system. In order to ef- 
fectuate this result, the wideawake chief 
executive of our sister state has recent- 
ly invited the governors of the various 
states of the union to meet in Tampa, 
Fla., in February, 1899, prepared to 
discuss the matter. 

In outlining the topics which he pro- 
poses to bring up before this contem- 
plated assembly of chief executives, 
Governor Bloxham states that questions 
relating to arms, equipments, tactics, 
clothing, food and transportation 
need to be carefully considered by ex- 
perts, and that if the invitations which 
he extends are accepted he intends to 
make this one of the special features of 
the conference in Tampa. Sufficient time 
has not yet elapsed for Governor Blox- 
ham to receive answers to his invita- 
tions, and what the result will be we 
cannot assume to foreshadow. 

There can be no doubt of the fact 
that Governor Bloxham is deeply con- 
cerned in the matter. This is due in 
part to the manifest imperfections of the 
national guard system at present in 
vogue and in part to the exposed ccn- 
dition of Florida, which renders the 
matter of protection of paramount in- 
terest to her. Undoubtedly there are 
grave deficiencies in the national-guard 
system which render changes of some 
kind necessary; but we are inclined to 
fear that on account of the remoteness 
of Florida from the geographical center 
of the country, there will be some diffi- 
culty encountered in prevailing upon 
the governors of the various states of 
the union to meet in Tampa. In this 
connection we note the pertinent sug- 
gestion which The Philadelphia Inquirer 
makes to the effect that it would be 
much better for the movement to origin- 
ate in Washington, D. C., since that 
would invest it with national signifi- 
cance, while to meet in Tampa would 
tend to defeat its object entirely. Men-~ 
tion is made of the fact that the nation- 
al harbor defense convention which met 
in Tampa some two years ago failed to 
net any satisfactory results for the rea- 
son above indicated, and that if the 
movement to reform the national guard 
system originates in Tampa, it is like- 
ly to take the same unfortunate direct- 
tion. After considering the matter 
carefully we are disposed to believe that 
while Governor Bloxham is entitled to 
the credit which properly attaches to 
the inception of the idea of bringing 
the chief executives of the country to- 
gether, it would be much better for the 
successful and practical avplication of 
that idea for the movement to start in 
Washington. D. C., or at least for the 
contemplated assembly to be held at 
that place. If the movement is calculat- 
ed to meet with success at all it is more 
than apt to attain its object by fixing 
its headauarters at the national capital 
than to fix them elsewhere. Thus, also, 
ean better adjustment be secured bhe- 
tween the regulations of the national 
guard system and the regulations of the 
standing army of the United States. 

If Governor Bloxham’s plan of pro- 
cedure fails to accomplish the desired 
results, some other plan -ought to te 
tried. There can be no doubt of the 
fact that the national guard system is 
badly in need of improvements. and 
that its deficiencies ought to be correct- 
ed before the country again plunges into 
difficulties.

Nearly every afternoon 
out in the suburbs you would think some 
invading army Was trying to capture our 
beautiful city, from the way the men and 
boys are shooting at the innocent birds.

A few days passed, and it became evident 
that Mr. Terrell must have struck a snag 
in the discussion of the relationship which 
existed between these two birds. The long 
delay in making his answer was explained 
upon the receipt of the following communi- 
cation, from which it will be seen that The 
Constitution’s request reached Colonel L, 
M. Terrell, superintendent of the railway 
mail service, instead of Attorney General 
J. M. Tefrell at the state capitol. The in- 
closure of Mr. L. M. Terrell, in which he 
forwards the correspondence to its original 
destination, reads as follows: 

“Railway Mail Service, Office of Superin- 
tendent, Fourth Division, Atlanta, Ga., 
September 11, 1898.—Respectfully referred to 
Hon. J. M. Terrell, attorney general, At- 
lanta, Ga.: This letter having been direct- 
ed to you at the ‘custom’ house, got into 
my mail and was opened by me through 
mistake.

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To this letter, the distinguished attorney 
general made the following reply, in which 
it will be seen that he referred the whole 
matter back to his friend, Colonel L. M. 
Terrell: 

“State of Georgia, Attorney General's 
Office, Atlanta, September 12, 1898.--Editor 
Constitution: Bullbats and whippoorwills 
can ‘hardly be considered as game, and do 
not come within the provisions of the game 
law of December 22, 1896, 

‘“ “The Standard’ dictionary says that bats 
are not insectivorous birds. Your letter 
was delivered to Colonel L. M. Terrell, nail- 
way mail superintendent, by mistake. Note 
his remarks. He may be able to enlighten 
us upon the subject. Yours very truly, 

“J. M. TERRELL.” 

Acting upon this suggestion, the whole 
correspondence was referred back to Colo- 
nel L. M. Terrell, which brought the fol- 


lowing scholarly reply: 
‘‘Bullbat.”’ 

The ‘‘bullbat” is so called from the fact 
that not being a ‘bear’ it is probably a 
‘bull’ and for the reason that he is in no 
wise a bat, or anything like one. ‘‘Bull- 
bat,”’ “‘whippoorwills” and ‘“‘chuck-will-a- 
widows’ are not the same bird, but are 
doub‘e first cousins. The name given ‘‘bull- 
bats’’ by ornithologists and under which 
they will be found treated of in the ency- 
clopedia ig ‘“‘goat »suckers” and ‘night 
hawks’’ and I presume the reason of these 
names being applied to this bird is that 
they could not possibly suck a goat and 
that they do not fly at night and are not 
hawks. These birds are strictly insectiver- 
ous and feed only on such imsects as fly, 
taking their prey on the wing. Being mi- 
gratory they are not protected by the game 
laws, and being a delightful bird on the 
table, are universally shot, or rather in 
the neighborhood of Atlanta, shot at. The 
shooting of bullbats immediately around 
this city does not do much harm to the 
bullibats; it simply exercises them, keeps 
them strong of wing and nimble, enabling 
them to catch more bugs. This I know 
from personal experience. The poet Tenny- 
son has immortalized bullbats in his cele- 
brated ode as follows: 


“The bullbat is a lovely bird, 
Devouring bugs and things; 
He sleeps all day and eats all night 
And in between he sings. 
He has a head, likewise a tall, 
Two bright and shiny eyes; 
He lives a short and lazy life 
And after that he dies.” 
The remainder of this ode is so famillar 
to all lovers of true Hterature and high 
poetry that it is not necessary to here 


quote.

The magnetic variation is the angle be- 
tween the lines pointing from a given 
point to the geographical and magnetic 
poles of the earth. This angle varies from 
about 20 degrees to the westward in the 
northeastern part of Maine to 20 degrees 
to the eastward on the Pacific coast. There 
is a line passing through chis country 
known as the line of no variation, upon 
which if you set a compaas the meedle will 
point due north. The isogonic chart pre- 
pared by the coast and geodetic survey for 
1890 shows this line as passing through the 
United States, beginning on the Atlantic 
coast about midway between Charleston, 
S. C., and Wilmington, N. C,, and running 
in a northeasterly direction, but not a 
straight line and passing out through the 
straits of Mackinac, between Lake Michi- 
gan and Lake Huron. This line of no varia- 
tion is continually moving westward at the 
average rate of about four minutes per 
year. To the east of this line the variation 
gradually increases westward of the true 
meridian until it is about,20 degrees in 
Maine and to the west of this line it in- 
creases eastward unti] it is about 20 de- 
grees on the Pacific coast. This same chart 
shows the variation for Atlanta for 1890 
as being 3 degrees east and allowing the 
annual change as being about four minutes, 
the present variation would be about 2% de- 
grees. 


The Sun in Florida. 


Editor Constitution—In The’ Weekly Con- 
stitution for September 6th Bill Arp states 
that the Floridians carefully avojd the sun 
in summer time. The statement is not true 
for this’ region (Manatee river) at least, 
for no one here avoids being in the sun in 
summer when it is necessary to be im it.

Chicago Times-Herald: The complete 
reconciliation of the north and south 
makes her death a national! rather than a 
sectional loss.

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The present system of rewards in the 
Navy is so manifestly unfair that the net 
result of the war promotions thus far 
made presents a condition of affairs not 
only unjust in every feature, but ridicu- 
lous in many. The case of Sampson, who, 
having done nothing, was advanced eight 
numbers, and of Dewey, wha, having done 
everything. was advanced two numbers, 
has ajready been cited in these letters. 
Another excellent case in point is that of 
Captain Charles E. Clark, who, upon his 
arrival at Key West with the Oregon, af- 
ter her famous run from the Pacific, re- 
ceived the plaudits of the press and people, 
the thanks of the president and navy de- 
partment and the information that he had 
been reduced in rank three numbers, and 
consequently fined $1,000 by the promotion 
of the Manila heroes over his head. 

The marine corps has both the advance- 
ment by numbers of the navy and the 
nominal promotion by*brevet of the army, 
but the latter is almost invaiable employ- 
ed, and, whether deserved or not, works no 
harm to others. The promotion of a cap- 
tain of marines, advanced three numbers 
for praiseworthy conduct in Cuba, oper- 
ated to degrade and fine two brother cap- 
tains, who also encountered the perils and 
hardships of the campaign. This, too, in 
the face of the remarkable fact that a 
third captain, stationed so far distant as 
Alaska, got a grade out of the war, and a 
fourth. at Mare Island, gained a number. 
Can anyone defend such a system? 

Talking on this subject, Admiral Schley 
has said that the regard and appreciation 
of the people was worth more than promo- 
tion, and the made one point which is un- 
doubtedly true, that medals for honorable 
service should be of one metal and one 
design for all ranks. Officer and private 
should wear the game sign of honorable 
service. The admiral said of medals; “l 
wish the government would give us all the 
same kind. As ic is, the admiral gets a 
go.d one—the sailor a bronze. It isn’t the 
money value of it that we care for; it is 
the sentiment and the significance. How 
much better if we followed the example of 
England, which has her Victoria cross, and 
Germany, With her iron cross, which go 
alike to officer and man, The admiral 
would be happier to point to his meda] and 
say, ‘My men wear this,’ and the salior 
would be prouder to say, My admiral 
wears the same thing.’ Such a distinction 
is against our American policy. 1 hope 
this matter can be taken up and righted.”’

There is no better authority on this 
matter, in all the world, than the editor 
of The Army and Navy Journal, 
who, a veteran himself, has a wonderful 
genius in reflecting the opinions of the peo- 
ple for whom he writes. He says: “In the 
rewards for heroism, conspicuous and meri- 
torious conduct in the war with Spain the 
junior officers of the navy are to have 
equal consideration With those of superior 
rank, and where there have been evidences 
presented of services rendered calling for 
special recognition such officers will be 
remembered in some form to be later de- 
cided. Less fortunate perhaps than those 
who were placed by circumstances in po- 
sitions offering opportunities for distinc- 
tion are a large number of officers who 
were assigned to arduous and monotonous 
work in the patrol system off the north 
and south Cuban coast, giving little oppor- 
tunity for a display of brilliancy, but im- 
posing conditions trying to the nerves and 
self-restraint of the individuals, and offer- 
ing little or no hope of official recognition. 

“These officers and men who saw more 
hardships and suffered greater privations 
than those on the larger ships, win no 
applause and possibly will be remembered 
only for having performed disagreeable 
duties with forbearance, patience and skill. 
There were the cable-cutting expeditions: 
those for the landing of supplies for the 
Cubans, the brilliant expedition to Manza- 
nillo in charge of Captain Cotton, of the 
Newark, and guch health breaking duty as 
that of Lieutenant Brainard on the Uncas, 
where every ship and officer performed ser- 
vices of the greatest value. Yet none of 
these men appear in the list of nava} pre- 
motions lately prepared by the navy de- 
partment, and the peace protocol is signed 


with only four of this class receiving rec- 


ognition of duty well done. There are no 
claims submitted by those officers and if 
the department does not extend some re- 
ward as an acknowledgment of the work 
they will be left unnoticed.

It will not 
be shown that they have risked their lives 
and those of their men to be rewarded, 
but activity, attention to duty and results 
obtained under trying circumstances, may 
be regarded as sufficient. Whether a medal 
will be given has not been decided.

That a change in the System of reward- 
ing officers of the navy is needed becomes 
more apparent as the defects, inequalities 
hardships and injustices are developed 
when critical. examination is made of the 
naval list as a result of the Present leap- 
frog method which has been followed. Men 
who have seen long, desperate ana trying 
service are chagrined on returned north 
to find that they have Jost numbers in 
actual rank. The present System pre- 
sents an element of pure injustice to fifty 
officers where it may slightly benefit one, 
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advancements that may be made subse 
quently by the juniors below. The navy 
has no sympathy with a system that in 
many cases does not serve the purpose 
for which it was framed, but imposes 
reckless injustice on faithful officers. It is 
a system intended to benefit the service, 
bit three-fourths of the time fails to do so. 
It is imposed on the navy departinent 
by congress and entails so much injusice 
that a large portion of the navy has al- 
ready rebelled against it. There is no 
more acceptable reward to officers than ad- 
vancement in rank, but when secured at 
the heavy expense of others it is but just 
to credit them with a feeling that some 
otter method should pe found. Congress 
may be expected to do something at its 
next session to reform the present meth- 
od of naval promotions and to find some 
other system more equitable.

A complimentary correspondent who signs 
himself “‘Old Subscriber’’ asks if smokeless 
powder has proven a success or a failure 
in actual warfare, and if this government is 
going to adopt it. Both questions may 
be answered in the affirmative. The value 
of smokeless powder at sea is greater 
even than it is on land, because the brown 
powder which our boats used in all their 
engagements in West {ndian waters, made 
a dense, thick smoke, which settled in a 
heavy cloud all about the sponsons and 
turrets, and except when a stiff breeze 
was blowing, made effective firing impos- 


‘sible except when the vessels were in mo- 


tion. On shore the Spanish volley firing 
made a slight impression in the atmosphere, 
but it looked more like. a sort of thin 
steam than smoke. It was scarcely ever 
pronounced enough to give oug forces an 
idea as to the enemy’s exact location. The 
American volley firing, on the contrary, 
could be seen for miles. 

Although a year and a half ago the de- 
partment had asked for $1,500,000 for smoke- 
less powder, congress had appropriated 
only $65,000. It was on this account that 
the administration at the beginning of the 
war was unable to get smokeless powder 
for the Springfield rifles. The black pow- 
der plants were not willing to go ito the 
expense of changing to smokeless powder 
unless contracts were forthcoming, and 
there was no money on hand upon which 
to base these contracts. After the war be- 
gan the work of changing to smokeless 
powder. The result is that practically no 
black powder, is now manufactured in the 
United States, and there are six smokeless 
powder plants busy under contracts al- 
ready let by the United States. Purchases 
have also been made abroad, Appropria- 
tions have been made and used as follows: 
For field and siege ammunition, $707,400; 
for seacoast powder and projectiles, 33,015,- 
618; for small arms, $237,000, and ammuni- 
tion for small arms, $4,200,000. ‘Total, $8,- 


160,018.

Sergeant Bonanzinga, a member of the 


balloon staff of the Fifth army corps, has 
left for Tampa, whence he will sail to 
Porto Rico to join his command, He has 
been on leave of absence since the battle 
of Santiago. He was in the military bai- 
loon, and was the only one hurt when it 
fell, riddled by the Spanish. He gives this 
account of the collapse of the balloon, after 
it had acted as a target for the Spanish 
gunners and attracted a deadly fire into 
the American ranks: 

“Our ascent was made just before d-y- 
light. Major Maxfield, qa telegraph opera- 
tor, and myself were the only persons in 
the car, We went up about 2,000 feet and 
were held in position by four cables. ‘That 
height gave us-~«all excellent view of the 
San Juan hill forts and trenches. We coukl 
see troops moving camnon Into position and 
hauling ammunition and the bringing up o” 
infantry from the direction of Santiago. 
We made careful note of everything—the 
position of every field piece, its approxi- 
mate caliber, the number of troops about 
the blockhouses, and, in fact, everyting 
our army needed to know. This was w-rk- 
ed out on charts and the general informa- 
tion was telegraphed below to the officers. 

“We had been at work a coupe of hours 
before the enemy discovered us. Then the 
sharpshooters began popping away from 
the tree tops, but somehow they didn’t hit 
us. Suddenly we noticed a commotion ina 
battery near a blockhouse. Their big guns 
were trained our way and a she.l went 
screaming over the top of the ballocn. 
They soon had the whole battery working, 
and our position became decidedly woicom- 
fortable. Shot and shell whizzed around us 
for hours, but did not hit us. Suddenly, 
about 5:30 p. m., the Dalloon jerked vio- 
lently to one side and a cloud of silk 
tumbled about us. A shell had struck the 
gus bag, and we were sent whirling to the 
ground. I crashed into a treetup and lost 
consciousness. When I came to I was ona 
stretcher being borne to the hospital. Here 
it was found that two of my ribs had been 
broken and I was bruised from head to 
foot. As soon as I could trave] I] waa fur- 
loughed and came home to Springfield, Now 
I am om my way to Porto Rico to rejoin 
my old command.” 

Sergeant Rosara Bonanzinga is an Italian. 
He saw service in Italy, England and 
France, but is now an intense American.

ing a double team country wagon right 
through the depot as unconconcernedly &s 
if he was on a pudlic highway.

Mrs. Fuller's friends ;were quite indignant 
at her arrest and they say they feel posi- 
tive that she will be vindicated when the 
cases are tried.

Mrs. Mary J. Orr, Anderson, S. C. 

Anderson, S. C., September 21.—(Special.) 
Mrs. Mary J. Orr, one of the most prom- 
inent ladies of this city, died this morn- 
ing at 6 o’clock. She was seventy-two 
years old and had been an invalid for twen- 
ty years, She was the wife of the distin- 
guished Colonel James L. Orr, who was 
more extensively known perhaps than any 
other South Carolinian of his day. He 
was a prominent lawyer, a member of 
the legislature, a member of congress. 
speaker of the house of representatives, 
colonel of Orr’s regiment, senator of the 
Confederate States, governor of South Car-

The day for the celebration 
has been named before, but owing to the 
unsettled condition of the sclfoois the ex- 
ercises could not be held until tomorrow. 

The delay has only caused more enthu- 
giasm and interest in the occasion, and 
romorrow wasorning the school children 
will display their patriotism by ainging na- 
tional airs and by giving the stars and 
Stripes a salute, the like of which has 
never before been witnessed in this city. 
The schools will vie with each other in 
the excellence of their programmes and 
exercises. 

The programme of each school has been 
prepared with great care, and is replete 
with patriotic songs and declamations. 
The subject of the declamations is the flag 
and the brayery of the American soldier, 
while the songs are the national airs. 

Superintendent Slaton is anxious to make 
the flag raising one of the most memora- 
ble évents in the history of the gchools, 
and the indications are that he will be 
more than successful. The flags to be 
raised were pought by the city council es- 
pecially for this purpose, and are among the 
prettiest to be found in the city.

With a woman he took a 
down Pratt street and while the 
promenade Was under way he quarreled 
with the woman and began to give her 
a most unmerciful beating on the streets.

Josephine Watson, a negro woman, who 
was standing on her porch at No. 101 Pratt 
street, saw the assault and she ealled out 
to a man asleep on her gallery to run and 
get the police. Turner heard her and he 
walked to her gate and began to give her 
a cursing. With a handful of rocks he 
bombarded the house, breaking out sev- 
eral panes of glass. Josephine’s old wagpenan 
came out on the porch to see what was 
the matter and she was struck wate. 
rock and it was thought for a while sh 
was dead. The man who was sleeping on 
the gallery was never awakened until a 
rock landed on the top of his head. And 
when he did awake under the stress of 
this circumstance he Was too badly hurt 
to assist the women. 

Several women came out on the front 
piazzas in adjoining mouses and Turner 
pelted with rocks every person that showed 
up. Two other women were hurt and 
glasses broken out of three or four houses. 

A negro preacher, the Rev. Milton Z00- 
ber. was passing with his satchel ana 
books. He paused to remonstrate with 
Turner and received a rock on the side 
of his face for wis kindly intentions. He 
did not turn the other cheek, but quickened 
his ministerial pace .o a point of safety. 

When Turner struck her old mother with 
the reck Josephine Watson, thinking he 
had killed the old woman, rushed into the 
house and appeared with a pistol. She 
pointed it. at Turner and pulled the trig- 
ger. She missed the target, but it had the 
effect of causing Turner to retreat. 

By this time the affair had grown into 
a riot'and two hundred negroes and sev- 
eral white people collected about the place. 
Five or six men rushed in on Turner and 
threw him .down. 

“Kill him, shoot him, dang him,” cried 
out the angry crowd and Turner was 
kicked and dragged around in a manner 
which showed the mob did not intend to 
dea! very gently with him. 

At this juncture Patrolman Dobbins came 
up and he took charge of Turner and made 
the crowd stand back until the patrol 
wagon arrived.

MONEY PLENTIFUL. 


Caused Stock Market To Shew Strength 
in Spots. 


MARKET IS PROFESSIONAL 


Traders Fear a Further Flurry in Call 
Money Is Possible—Sugar 
Shows Recovery. 


New York, September 21.--The course of 
Sugar today indicated that the long bear 
turn in that stock has. come to an end for 
the present. Dealings in this stock con- 
tinued to absorb an important proportion 
of the total transactions. Efforts to nold 
the money rate proved unavailing in view 
of the disparity between the New York call 
money rate and other markets ind call 
loans on the board fell to 2 per cent. As a 
resuit of relief from these important reac- 
tionary tendencies the market wus sirong 
and recovered quite generally from yester- 
day’s decline. But the strength was con- 
fined largely to spots and the merket is 
still in the hands of profession ils and re- 
flects no outside interest. There was still 
some apprehension that the raily in Sugar 
might be simply the resnuit of nmianipula- 
tien directed against a large bear iccount, 
“he sudden plentitude of money was also 
looked at somewhat askance and with some 
remains the fear that a further flurry in 
call money might be possible. The fact that 
money has been easy to obtain for several 
days in almost ali the markets, but not on 
the stock exchange, encourages this feel- 
ing. But the call money market was un- 
able to withstand the influence of the vari- 
ous agencies which have been at work for 
its relief.

IF THERE IS ANY MOVEMENT STILL 
on foot to make a change in the city’s 
present liquor laws, the futility of that 
mévement was made clear in The Consti- 
tution yesterday morning through the sen- 
timents of some of Atlanta's stanchest 
citizens. 

They stated with a unanimous positive- 
ness not to be misunderstood, that they 
were opposed to any tampering with the 
present saloon system, and that they would 
rise to aid in putting down such a ®ove- 
ment. 

Nearly every man _ interviewed has 
tasted some of the bitterness of a prohibi- 
tion fight, and none of them has a desire 
to see Atlanta turned over temporarily 
into a city of turmoil and strife through a 
renewal of a discussion which contains 
sides So utterly foreign that the most vin- 
dictive partisanship is easily invoked, and 
wounds made are many years healing. 

The citizens of Atlanta are determined 
to tolerate no office-seeker who does not 
know his mind in this matter. To a man 
they want no meddling with the present 
status of saloon affairs. They believe that 
it is to the best interests of ‘the city to 
avoid any agitation of this question, and 
they believe that every office-seeker who 
has the good of Atlanta at heart is op- 
posed to any change in Atlanta’s whisky 
laws, and that he’ should be glad of an op- 
portunity to announce himself in harmony 
with the best citizens and the best in- 
terests. 

Aid@ermen Mayson and Dimmock 
Councilman Peters each say that if they 


and 


‘were mayor they would veto any measure 


looking to a change of the saloon system, 
no matter what council’s wishes might be. 

Atianta’s management of saloons js al- 
most beyond criticism. There is no one in 
the world more opposed to the liquor 
traffic than is Rev. Sam Jones. He stated 
yesterday that Atlanta, in the management 
of the liquor traffic, was ‘so far in advance 
of the hundreds of other cities of the coun- 
try, we might say ‘wel] done,’ at least, in 
a low tone.’’ 

And Dr. R. D. Spalding, who was among 
the men to bring Atlanta’s whisky bus- 
iness to its present conservative basis, 
says that to attempt any increase of 
thovrs would be an outrage. He says that 
he is an anti-prohibitionist, but yhat he 
is pro-Atlanta, and that he believes the 
present arrangement best suits Atlanta, 
and that Atlanta is best suited by it. 

Rev. Sam Jones. 

Rev. Sam Jones, who was in the city 
yesterday morning en route to Grantville, 
Ga., where he joined Rev. George Stuart 
in the tabernacle meetings to be held 
there until next Sunday nigiht, is very much 
interested in the drift of candidates and 
current political eventg-in Atlanta. He 
has read up the pros and cons of the va- 
rious questions at issue in Atlanta, and it 
is as natura] for him to take sides when- 
ever real issues are involved as it was for 
Schley to turn his guns on Cervera’s fleet 
when it floated out of the channel of San- 
tiago harbor. 

Mr. Jones said he was constitutionally 
opposed to saloons, and also had it written 
ini his by-laws, ‘“Down with the saloons 
forever.’ He said: 

“TIT am a, consolidated, concentrated, het- 
erogeneous, heteroclitical prohibitionist, 
from snout to tail, and wanted that under- 
stood first, last and always, but well-reg- 
ulated saloons are the only class of saloons 
that should be tolerated at al] anywhere. 
I see the drift of one side in this canvass 
is toward a wide-open city. Their motto 
if epitomized in a single sentence would be 
‘Turn Atlanta loose.’ The saving clause 
in the city government of Atlanta is in 
the fact that the best element has always 
been, by at least a good majority, in 
charge of the affairs of the city. 

‘“Atlanta’s record on mayor and al- 
dermen is nothing to be ashamed of. 

She has done all she could do with 
the liquor treffic, but she has been 
so infinitely in advance of the hun- 
dreds of other cities of our country 
that we might say, ‘well done,’ at 
least, in a low tone of voice. 

“Atlanta cannot afford to recede an inch 
or give up a foot of the vantage ground 
she has gained from the evils she twler- 
ates in her midst. The officials elected ag

mayor and aldermen and councilmen is 
but an expression of the moral and intel- 
lectual sentiment of the community. 
“Atlanta is too full of vim and en- 
terprise ani brains, and has too much 
moral stamina to elect any man to any 
office who dilly-dallies, and compro- 
mises and says, ‘I can and I can’t, I 
will and I won’t, I’ll be damned if I 
do and I’ll be damnei if I don’t.’ If 
I had a first-class dog kennel I would 
not put a man like that in charge of it. 


“If there is anything I do admire, it is 
a man: a man with convictions; a man 
with a mouth like a pepper-box pistol] that 
will go off in the right direction every time 
you touch it. Let Atlanta not only have 
an eye to her best growth and development, 
but let Atlanta see to it that the moral 
life of the city is not stifled. Let Atlanta 
remember that she not only has her banks, 
and stores, her commerce and her manu- 
facturing interests, but she has a jome 
life, and the home is the most sacred place 
on earth; and that whatever tends to re- 
strict her boys from evil and encourage 
them in good, are the things which pay 
the biggest dividends, and bring the largest 
returns in peace and contentment. At- 
lanta may elect her dilly-dally candidates, 
and throw the city wide open as some cities 
are already wide open, but I affirm with all 


the earnestness of my soul that when that 
crowd shall come in power and turn At- 
lanta loose, there will a cyclone strike this 
city, and I will be in its whirl to a finish 
that will effectively put out every saloon, 
and drive out the influences that make it 
possible for a candidate to be elected who 
talks any way for Sunday. I call no names, 
but every candidate in this town knows 
his number, and if the bell rings on the 
gentleman, let him cuss his number instead 
of cursing me. I believe the better element 
predominates in Atlanta, and that it out- 
numbers the bad, but I warn the fathers 
and grown people of Atlanta of the dangers 
that lie just ahead in a campaign like this. 

“If my father lived today, and was a can- 
didate for office, he would have to talk out, 
and talk straight, ani talk truthfully, and 
talk manfully, or I solemnly affirm he 
could not command my respect in the first 
place, nor my vote in the second.” 

Dr. R. D. Spalding. 

Do I favor a change of the present 
laws governing the sale of whisky? 
No, I do not. To change the present 
system would be an outrage—nothing 
less than an outrage. Atlanta has pro- 
gressed in peace for ten years now, 
and to stir factions again by an effort 
to revise and work over a compromise, 
conservative situation would cause in. 
calculable damage to the city. ‘The 
laws as they stand are sufficient and 
I do not see the necessity for changing 
the number of saloon hours by increas- 
ing them. The hours are long enough 
and the city has the situation a com- 
plete and satisfactory control as it 
stands now. To attempt to increase 
the hours would be an outrage. I am 
an anti-prohibitionist, but I can see 
no reason for any such change. 


W. A. Hemphill. 

The present restrictions and regulations 
thrown around the saloons is the result of 
the compromise between the two factions 
and must not be interfered with. We want 
no change at al] in the hours. 


W. H. Kiser. 

I had no part in the exciting and some- 
times bitter prohibition campaign Atlanta 
passed through, but I am satisfied <liat it 
would be hhurtful to bring on a conflict be- 
tween two factions on such an issue. At- 
lanta has competent control of the saloon 
business at present, and I cannot see that 
any good will result from an increase of 
saloon hours. I am opposed to changing 
the whisky sale situation, and I feel that 
the majority of Atlanta s citizens take this 
view.
